The new movement for ensuring the better distribu” 
tion of Jewish immigrants in America will receive the 
warm approval of Jews here and abroad. The ques- 
tion is clearly one of urgent practical politics. Russian Jews are 
pouring out of their country. This year, according to Mr. Zangwill 

the emigration is expected to exceed the enormous total of 200,000. Tha 

is to say a number of Russian Jews equal tothe population of a large English 
provincial town leave their native shores every year. ‘The astounding 
phenomenon thus presented is nothing less than that of a nation in flight, 
It is an appalling spectacle which constitutes a most terrible 
reproach to the civilisation and Christendom of Europe. But it opens up a 
vast problem which must be faced without delay. ‘* Whither away,’’ is the 
question that resounds on all sides. The great human tide flows in almost a 
single channel. America is the usual destination; and America, as Mr. 
Zangwill said, on Sunday, usually means New York. This great concentra- 
tion on one city creates, in its turn, a serious situation. If it brings 
that comforting thing for the Jewish wanderer—a Jewish atmosphere—it 
also brings in its train fresh difficulties for the migrant. Worse than this, 
it attracts the attention of the evilly disposed and offers opportunities for 
all kinds of panic exaggerations which generate anti-immigrant movements 
and anti-Semitism itself. 


Whither ? 


Already the cry has gone forth ** Close 
the Northern Ports.’ Mr. Zangwill 
when he spoke on Sunday did not 
mention the fact that this cry has even been raised by a well-known Jewish 
minister in the States. There is a basis of reason in it. The East is crowded ; 
the South and West, as we recently showed, clamour for people and develop- 
ment. If the Northern ports be closed, it is argued, the immigrants 
will be diverted to the Southern ports, and spread over the Southern States. 
But this sudden and violent diversion if forced upon them would be fraught 
with hardship and distress to Jewish immigrants. Better far that the 
diversion should be voluntary and that it should be prepared and regulated 
by Jews themselves. The prophetic words of Isaiah must be the watchword 
of Jewish action. ‘‘ Cast ye up, cast ye up, prepare the way, take up the 
stumbling block out of the way of my people.’’ This is, indeed, what is now 
contemplated. Steamers will go from Bremen to Galveston (Texas), 
whence six railway lines branch out to the West. A Jewish Immigrant, 
Information Bureau will be set up in the town. It will despatch agents 
throughout the West to help the new-comers to find employment as soon 
as they arrive, and the destinations selected will where possible be 
places where the friendly faces of earlier Jewish settlers will meet the 
immigrants. The steamship fares will not be paid, but the charges for 
the railway journey to the new adode will be defrayed by the new movement. 
Men of wany trades and no trade will find an opportunity, and new and 
healthier centres of Jewish immigration will be set up in America. The 
task is not an easy one. But the movement is one which may fitly unite all 
Jews in a greater or less degree; and general sympathy will be extended 
toits work, and the best hopes will everywhere be entertained for its success. 

Whatever objections may 
be entertained towards 
Territorialism—and it 
would be idle to deny their cogency—none can reasonably doubt the 
earnestness and devotion to their cause of Territorialists, or the intense 
desire which animates them to mitigate the miseries of the millions of our 
people who suffer persecution. -And this spirit, this fine spirit of self- 
abnegation, is manifest in the Territorialist leader, who is giving himself 
heart and soul to the work of the Organisation which he called into being. 
With much that Mr. Zangwill said in his address on Sunday last at the 
Pavilion Theatre we are in hearty accord, and all credit is due to him for

having aroused in many, as he claims to have done, a determination to — 


pursue no longer a luissez faire attitude towards the Jewish problem, 
tempered only by sporadic efforts of eleemosynary benevolence. How far 
his success in this direction has been dependent upon ‘‘ the 639 pogroms ”’ 
which, as he rightly says, have made the seventeen months during which 
the Ito has been in existence ‘‘ the blackest in all Jewish history,’’ it is 
difficult to say, but the lesson they have taught in such grim terror is not 
likely soon to be forgotten. In an address such as that which Mr. 
Zangwill delivered on Sunday, it is almost impossible to avoid a certain 
licence, a certain breadth of statement, which it is only natural should be 
called into aid by a leader who desires above all things to impress his 
followers. This doubtless accounts for the sweeping assumption that all the 
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trouble of the Jew is Jewish trouble. Much of it, at least, is trouble 
resulting from economic conditions he shares in suffering with others who 
are not Jews. If, for instance, some 184,000 emigrants from Russia and 
Poland, most of whom wore Jews, poured into the United States during 1905, 
then 275,000 from Austria and Hungary, only some of whom were Jews, and 
221,000 from Italy, few of whom were Jews, arrived by steerage at North 
American ports in the same period. Jews are not the only people “* who are 
unable or unwilling to remain in the lands in which they at present live,” 
and practically the whole of the problem which is specifically Jewish in the 
emigration of Jews from Eastern Europe, is the propnisive force in the form 
of unequal treatment which impels them, because they are Jews, to 
emigrate. We regret, therefore, that Mr. Zangwill phould have dismissed with 
contempt the notion of any grant that may be made of Jewish rights in Russia. 
It is, of course, extremely doubtful whether in the near future such rights 
will be conceded. But it is unreasonable to call thém a ‘dubious 
boon,” when a ful) concession of them would remove largely, if not entirely, 
the force which impels the Jew as Jew to emigrate from Russia, and 
renders him sometimes unable, and often unwilling, to remain in the land 
in which he now lives. In the same category is Mr. Zangwill’s very broad 
assertion that ‘‘ the so-called prosperity of the Western Jewish communitie® 
is built up on Sabbath-breaking,’’ especially seeing that he himself urges Jows 
to migrate westward to America. He denounces as ‘* Schlemiels ’’ ou? 
forefathers because they migrated to Poland, oblivious altogether of the 
fact that for our forefathers Poland was the haven of freedom, as to the 
persecuted Jew America is to-day. Perhaps, in a greater degree ; for, as 
Mr. Israel Abrahams rightly pointed out to the meeting, there are in the 
States many schools to which Jewish children are not admitted, and he 
drew a thoughtful comparison between the helplessness of Jews in face of 
such intolerance, and the action of the Japanese Government in the on® 
case in which Jzpanese children had been similarly treated. 


If Mr. Zangwill was unable or 
unwilling to tell his audience 
very much about the providing 
in the near future for Jews of a territory upon an autonomous basis—the 
object for which the Ito was formed—he had much to say about the new 
departure which the Organisation has undertaken. It has decided to adopt 
the leading part in the scheme of regulated Jewish migration from Europe, 
which will attempt to deflect the stream from New York and the Eastern 
States to the Western States, via Galveston, Texas. To what extent this 
is a departure on the part of the Ito, may be judged from the fact that a few 
months ago Mr. Zangwill’s Organisation refused to join the projected Genera] 
Jewish Organisation unless it had first the assurance that the proposed body 
would devote its energies to obtaining a territory for the Jewish 
people. In the present scheme, contrary to the statements that had been 
made to that effect, there is no thought of a settlement being found for 
Jewish emigrants. But Mr. Zangwill has induced his followers to do some- 
thing more than merely co-operate in a scheme outside their hitherto pro- 
fessed objects ; they appear to have fathered it and assumed all the respon- 
sibility and the credit attaching to it. Mr. Zangwill doubtless knows his 
own strength, but it occurs to us that if, as he seems to imply, he has some- 
thing more than hope of obtaining a territory in the near future, so 
as to begin the work the Ito has set itself to do, there is labour 
enough and to spare to tax to its utmost the capacity of the 
Ito, and that he could well have left the working out of 
the plan to the able hands of those whose names he announced 
to the meeting as specially interested in this migration scheme, 
contenting himself with a support of it from without. The scheme itself is 
by no means an easy one; its work is not to be accomplished in a little 
while; the more successful it proves to be the more onerous will it become. 
Indeed, its success must greatly mitigate the declared necessity for the 
**main work ’’ of the Ito, which bases its claim for support largely upon the 
urgency of finding some place to which the Jews from Eastern Europe can 
migrate. The Galveston scheme, opening up ‘‘the great American 
West’ to the Jew, will, if it succeeds, provide the place for 
migration without the difficulties inherent in obtaining a definite 
territory with autonomous rights, and to that extent must, 
unless it fails, prove an alternative to Territorialiem. Perhaps 
Mr. Zangwill is pursuing the policy of Do ut des, and hopes that his aid in 
the Galveston scheme will purchase him valuable help in the future from 
those who to-day stand aloof from the Ito. Bat when the Iron Chaneellor 
adopted this sort of policy, he did not assume the leadership of those who 
had been opposing him, and the letter by Mr. N. S.J oseph, which we reprint 
in another column, does not bear much encouragement for the success 
of such tactics. It would be altogether different if Mr. Zangwill 
had no reasonable prospect in sight of being put into the position of 
beginning the ‘main work’’ of the Ito. But he does not say this, and 
therefore we doubt if it is wise, from his point of view, to place the extra 
labour of the Galveston scheme upon his Organisation, and to run the risk 
of what he now calls subsidiary work, however good and desirable in itself 
éwallowing up the main activity for which the Ito was called into being. 


The Ito's New Departure. 


A remarkable article in the Catholic 
journal Vaterland directs attention 


to the efforts which people other 
than Jews are making to settle in Palestine. The article is written 


. by Missionary Father Gatt, from the town of Asdud. The Father states 

that he is about to establish an agricultural school, to which he will take 
care that only Catholic pupils are admitted. His idea is to devote special 
attention to the cultivation of fruit trees and marketable vegetables,

and the proceeds of the sale of these things are to go towards 
the maintenance of missionary institutions in Asdud and Southern 
Palestine. ‘‘ Besides my own projects for this locality,’’ writes 
Father Gatt, ‘“‘there are plans under way for similar institutions to be 
established in Beersheba, Marino, Gaza, and El Arish.’’ There are no risks 
in connection with these plans, says the highly sanguine father.; while their 
realisation will mean the salvation of the Holy Land, to say nothing of the 
aid they would give to the Catholic population. Father Gatt is full of 
enthusiasm about the attractions which Asdud holds out to Catholic settlers ; 
and in this respect his ideas do not appear to be confined to 
himself. The Catholics are not the only Christian denomination 
which is casting longing eyes on Palestine, so that it is as well that 
Jews should, of late years, have woke up to the importance of their 
re-peopling the country. 

Elsewhere we give a detailed report 
of the disgraceful riots which have 
broken out in Roumania. The Jew 
is apparently playing the familiar role of football between the contending 
political parties. Riots are being stirred up against him by the Liberal 
Opposition in order to discredit the Government, the particular instruments 
chosen being the students of the universities and the secondary schools. 
The results bear a strong resemblance to the achievements of Russian 
hooliganism. People have been’ seriously wounded and shops 
destroyed. The usual processions marched through the streets with the 
usual cries and the usual impunity. The customary innocent nescience of the 
Russian authorities was reproduced. The drama was drawn out 80 to 
speak, into a two-day representation. And the failure of the Rassian 
Government to punish the guilty was copied with perfect fidelity. The 
only difference between the two cases—and it is a sad one—is that whereas 
in Russia the students sided with the Jews against the mob, in Roumania they 
were themselves among the prime malefactors. It is quite evident from the 
telegrams that had already reached the Press of this country from time to 
time, that the anti-Semites were spoiling for a fresh bout of Jew-baiting ; and 
the fact that a hostile attitude has also been taken up by the students 
in Bucharest proves that, as the organ of the Premier says, a distinct 
Anti-Semitic current has been created and excesses and riots may be 
feared in other towns in the country. We can only say that more fatuous 
proceedings can scarcely be imagined. America and Europe may be tempted 
when mere legal oppression is practised to forgei that persecution is going 
on. But these outrages will remind the successor of John Hay and 
the European Chancelleries that there is such a 
Berlin Treaty, and that this instrument is being shamelessly yp oe 
by the Roumanian Government. The new American Committee, one of 
objects of which is to aid in securing the rights of oppressed Jews, will no doubt 
take note of these latest developments, which will certainly not pass unobserved 
elsewhere. 


Outrages in Roumania. 


Recent events in Russia 
are extremely eloquent 
of the system ~- upon 
which the country is governed. One of the most noteworthy 
incidents has been the punishment which has suddenly fallen upon 
that worthy champion of the Tsardom, General Kaulbars. This 
official has been one of the darkest characters on the Russian stage. 
It is only within the last few months that he publicly fraternised with 
kindred spirits of the Union of Russian Men, and gave them his paternal 
blessing. The effect of his conduct has been visible in the constant 
terrorising of Jews and students by his bosom friends of the Union, 
Yet it was not until last week—after his failure to prevent 
a local dock and seamen’s strike—that he was brought to book. 
But it is the form of his punishment that is most characteristic of the 
present regime. The ollicial culprit is not put on trial or even cashiered. 
He is simply—moved on. Instead of Odessa, Orenburg is now to enjoy the 
benefit of his administration. What Orenburg has done to deserve 
General Kaulbars is not stated, but the repetition of what 
goes by the name of punishment—we have seen it before in the cases 
of Kourloff and other criminals—comes to remind the world how utterly 
unteachable and hopeless the present Government is. Another 
equally convincing symptom of the present state of things is 
to be found in the handling of the Jewish question. For 
months past we have heen treated to circumstantial reports 
of coming concessions to Jews. Two of the leading English news- 
papers repeated them only a few days ago, and one of these led us to 
believe that a Ukase on the subject was on the point of publication. But 
the concessions still tarry, and according to our Warsaw correspondent, the 
Council of Ministers has now washed its hands of the whole question and 
decided to leave the matterentirely tothe Dama. In other words, the hostile 
reactionary elements—the enemies of the Jews in the country and behind the 
throne—have been too strong for the feeble Liberalism that occasionally 
shows its shadowy form in official quarters. The present réyime, surrounded 
by and susceptible to anti-Jewish influences, has till now shown itself 
unable to carry out even a modest instalment of Jewish enfranchisement. — 


The German Empire is passing through 
an important political crisis, which is 
attracting attention far beyond the 
confines of the Fatherland, The cross-currents which are sweeping hither 
and thither do not concern us as Jews, save in an indirect manner. But 
the elections which are about to take place have a very direct interest for 


The German Elections. 
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s in view of the efforts which are being put forth by anti-Semitic groups. 
The position of Germany in the intellectual and political world is so 
prominent that the recrudescence or decline of the anti-Jewish cult in the 
country possesses considerable significance, not for the Jews of the Empire 
alone, but for their coreligionists all over Kurope. At the present 
moment more than thirty anti-Semitic candidates are seeking election. 
Sticker, Ahlwardt, and cther anti Semites have floated to the surface 
in the stirring of the political waters: and presently we shall be 
treated to the old diatribes and the old appeals to the ungodly passions. 
At the last election, the candidates of this cult who scrambled into the 
Reichstag numbered nineinall. This represented a reduction of three on 
the quota sent to the receding Parliament. We hope that in the coming 
contest this band will be still further reduced. At the elections 
in 103, the famous Socialist leader, Bebel, confidently predicted that what 
he styled the party of * shamefal retrogression’’ would be wiped out 
altogether. If the forecast was not completely verified, it was due not to 
to any preponderance of anti-Semitic sentiment in the cor- 
stituencies which returned the Jew-baiters to Parliament, but 
to the action of electors whv voted for the anti-Semite 
rather than let in some other candidate whose programme they feared. One 
anti-Semite more or less, they argued, would make no difference: while to 
swell the ranks of this or that party might aggravate a political peril. 
Indeed, as our Berlin correspondent points out this week, .\ewish electors 
themselves have been £0 carried away by party zeal as to 
votes for anti-Semites. How any Jew can be. so 
blind as to support a party which would reduce him to the state of 
a political leper passes our understanding. The anti-Semites. in 
Berlin have declared that they will in no circumstances support a Jew, 
The Jews should pay them the solitary compliment they deserve by imitating 
their tactics in this respect and working zealously for the extinction cf a 
party which must be a discredit and a danger to any State. « 


The story of Israel's oppres- 
sion in Egypt, which we shal! 
commence reading to-morrow, 
is not without its bearing on the prozress of modern events. The Rabbins 
had a saying that what befell the fathers happened to the children, and 
there is something more than a similarity between the treatment meted out

to ancient Israel by the Egyptian monarch, and what their 
descendants have had to suffer at the hands of anti-Semitic 
rulers. The philosophy of Jud:eophobia is not inaptly summed 


up in the words of the *‘ new king who knew not Joseph.’’ The benefits 
which Egypt owed to a former Israelite were entirely forgotten, as similar 
benefits have often since been conscious!y or unconsciously overlooked. To 
the |’haraoh of the oppression Joseph's kindred and descendants appeared 
as a parasitic growth on the body politic whose prosperity constituted an 
absolute danger. ‘‘ Behold the peopleof the children of Israel are more and 
mightierthat we. Come, let us deal wisely with them, lest they multiply, 
and it come to pass that, when there falleth out any war, they join also 
unto our enemies, and fight against us, and so get them 'ip out of the land”’ 
—urges this proto-anti-Semite. Why the Israelites—-assuming they were 
well treated—should want to make common Cause with the enemies of their 
protectors is nowhere explained. They were far more likely, if the policy 
of former rulers had been maintained, to defend the country of their adop- 
tion from aggression. The King’s fears must have been either imaginary or 
assumed, The real reason of the oppression is, however, evident from the state- 
ment that the children of Israel were becoming too numerous and mighty. The 
Egyptians were envious of their prosperity, while they doubtless resented 
the separateness which the Israelites preserved. Had Jacob's descendants 
been willing to adopt the Egyptian cult of idolatry and to become absorbed 
in their surrocndings, their prosperity would doubtless have been forgiven 
them. But then they would have ceased to be Israelites, with the result 
that not only their own history but the bistory of a great part of the 
world would have been utterly unlike the history that we know. The 
Israelites preferred persecution to assimilation, and the alternative is 
one that their descendants, we fear, may have toconfront for many a long day 
to come. 

It is just a hundred yeari 
since the then Chief Rabb 
of England (Solomon 
Herschel)) thought it necessary in a sermon delivered at the Great Synagogue 
to thunder against missionary intrigues. The century that has gone by 
has added as little to the wisdom as it has to the laurels of the con- 
versionists, for in the last year or two the heads of our community have 
deemed it necessary to issue a solemn warning against their mischievous 
machinations. That a hundred years of merely petty, irritating, fruitless 
interference with the religion of their neighbours is all they can boast 
of as a result of their energy has failed to damp the missionary 
ardour, the passion for converting the Jew being only one degree less 
strong than the desire to persecute him. A peculiar feature of this 
fatuous propaganda is that it is accounted so hopeiul across the 
Atlantic that American Jews are being made the objects of a vigorous 
attack. Proselytism, we are told by our Baltimore correspondent, has 
broken out with great vigour in New York City, and echoes of the new cam- 
paign are to be met with throughout the American Jewish Press. At 
the Diocesan Episcopal Convention, recently held in New York, definite 
resolutions were passed with a view to the conversion of the Jewish popu- 
lation ; and it is likely that the projected movement will cause much bitter- 
ness and ill-feeling. In the teaching establishments of America the 
Christianising movement is distinctly noticeable. A religious turn is 
given tothe holiday entertainments in the public schools, and Jewish 
children swallow the ‘“‘trifah’’ viands and the Christian dogmas with 
equal facility, In America, as in England, there are Jewish 
parents who unhappily regard these proceedings with indifference. The 
missionaries, it appears, hope to get at the parents through the 
children. They will not succeed in this, but what they may manage to do 
is to confuse the minds of the little ones and render them fruitful soil for 
the agnosticism or heathenism in which so many young people, Jewish and

Christian alike, are growing up. It is vain to appeal to the con- 
versionist to ceise this pernicious work, but Jewish parents should 
recognise their obligations to checkmate it both by public protest and by 
the more effective means cf strengthening the Jewish education of their 
children.- What American Jews can effect, in conjanction with their 
enlightened (‘hristian fellow-citizens, may be seen from the remarkable 
success which has attended their efforts to prevent the incorporation of a 
reference to Christianity in the constitution of the new State of Oklahoma. 


The Rothschild Betrothal. 


Friulein Roszika von Wertheimstein, who, as we announced in our* 
previous issue, has become aflianced to the Hon. Charles Rothschild, belongs 
to an ancient Jewish family, which was ennobled in Austria more than a 
century ago. Her great grandfather was raised to the peerage by the 
kmperor Leopold Il., in whose reign several Viennese Jews became the 
founders of aristocratic families. Although Alfred E° er von Wertheimstein. 
the bride's father, lives on his estates in Hungary, his family is Viennese, and 
the Wertheimsteins rank among the founders of the Jewish community of 
Vienna. Leopold von Wertheimstein manifested special zeal in the establish- 
ment of the first regular Jewish synagogue in the Seitenstiittengasse eighty 
years ago, when Mannheimer was appointed preacher of the new community. 
Its first Wardens were Joseph Biedermann, Moritz Kénigswarter, and Sigmund 
i.dler von Wertheinstein the leading men in the Jewish community of that 
day. Sigmund von Wertheimstein was a Director of the Austrian National- 
bank, and he died in 1854. His wife Anna, who predecéased him in 181%, 
devoted 7,000 tlorins to the endowment of a hospital on the occasion of her 
silver wedding. Both were buried in the Jewish cemetery at Wahring, where 
also repose the remains of Heinrich von Wertheimstein and other distin- 
guished members of the family, including Carl Ritter von Wertheimstein, 
who died in IS61, and attainéd eminence as a sculptor. The Wertheimsteins 
are connected by marriage with some of the leading Jewish families the 
Todescos and the Konigswarters. Charlotte von Wertheimstein married the 
famous Baron Moritz von Konigswarter, who died in 18%, and whose banquets 
to the highest in the land at which only kosher food was supplied will long 
be remembered. According toAhe Daily Telegraph, the bride’s father was a 
captain ina cavalry regiment of the Austro-Hungarian army, and her mother, 
now deceased, belonged to the Hungarian aristocratic family of Von Grosz. 
One of her brothers is now a Hofrat of one of the Hungarian Ministries. Of 
the tive daughters of Herr von Wertheimstein, two are already married, the 
eldest being the wife of Herr Alfred Strasser, a well-known patron of art and 
sportsman, living in Vienna. He was formerly an ollicial of the Vienna 
honigswarter Bank. After the death of Baron Konigswarter, Herr Strasser, 
who had specially enjoyed his confidence, came into possession of a con- 
siderable heritage bequeathed him by the baron. He retired into private 
life. The youngest daughter of Herr von Wertheimstein is married to Herr 
von Ruzizke, who holds a post in the Hungarian Finance Ministry. The 
second daughter is Roszika, who is now betrothed to thé Hon. Charles 
Rothschild. The bride has two brothers; one isalready a judge in Hungary 
and the other is following a course of legal study.

M. Salomon Reinach has been elected President cf the Academie des 
Inscriptions et Belles Lettres for the year 1‘07. ~ 

M. Reinach is widely known both among Jews and scholars. Born at 
Saint Germain en Laye, near Paris, on the 2th August, 1558, he entered the 
Superior Normal School in 1874). At an early period he acquired a passionate 
taste for arch:eological researches. Having been appoiated pupil of the 
French School at Athens, he made investigations at \lyrina, near Smyrna, in 
the Archipelago, and on the coast of Asia Minor (ISS80—188°), and 


then in Tunis. His labours obtained for him, in  IS8S6, an 
appointment at the Museum of National Antiquities at  Saint- 
(jermain, of which he became Conservator two years ago. In 1890 he 


was entrusted with a course of National Arch:vology at the School of the 
Louvre, where he is now Professor of the History of Art. In 156 he was 
elected member of the Academie des Inscriptions. M. Reinach is, in addition, 
correspondent of a large number of learned Jewish societies in Europe. 

His writings have placed him in the front rank among explorers and 
scholars. This scholar, whose power of work cannot be too greatly admired and 
whose work isspread with unequalled activity over the most varied domains of 
scientific research, has published a considerable number of works. Already 
in 1877, he published a translation of Schopenhauer. Since then he has 
written manuals of philology, books on Latin grammar, arck:vology, his 
explorations and researcher, of which one of the latest was that on the 
hymn to Apollo, a repertory of Greek and Roman Statuary, books on the 
antiquities of Southern Russia, and a recent work on “ Worship, Myths and 
Religions.” He has translated Henry Charles Lea’s “Ilistory of the 
Inquisition,” and has devoted studies to the accusation of ritual murder, etc. 

From the Jewish point of view he has a leaning towards innovations, 
and «uite recently he delivered a remarkable lecture on subjects which had 
engaged his attention for ten years: the question of Kosher food and that of 
the Sabbath rest. Your readers are aware that M. Reinach is Vice-President 
of the Alliance Israélite Universelle and of the Council of the Jewish Coloni- 
sation Association. Imbued with ardent feelings on all questions vital to 
Judaism, he is one of those who reflect the highest honour uponit. While 
we may not share his ideas on religion, we cannot but admire his zea! for the 
cause of his brethren. ; 

M. Salomon Reinach 1s brother of M. Joseph Reinach, Deputy for the 
Lower Alps and historian of the Dreyfus Affair, and of the learned Hellenist, 
M. Théodore Reinach, Deputy for the Savoy, whose recent speeches have 
won him an important place in the Chamber.

| CO-ORDINATION OF LOCAL CHARITIES. 


Sik,—In connection with the numerous appeals made at this season 
for the Metropolitan: and Provincial Boards of Guardians and kindred 
societies, you will perhaps allow me to develop briefly in’ your columns 
the proposal which I made at a meeting held in Glasgow on Sunday. 
Although that proposal is succintly summed up in the above title, it 
naturally embraces (at least, in large towns, where there are many agencies, 
partly, if not wholly, overlapping) the important initial step of .ssummon- 
ing a Conference of the working representatives of all the charitable insti- 
tutions within a particular area, in order to arrive at a definite under- 
standing as to the sort of cases which these institutions undertake to aid. 

I am quite aware that, in Glasgow, for instance, some little arrange- 
ment has recently been made as to collections at festive family functions, 
but what is most urgently required is a system that will enable the 
deserving needy of every description to obtain, so far as funds will permit, 
necessary ossistance, and that will, nevertheless, obviate the partial dupli- 
cation of charitable expenditure and the consequent waste of hard!ly-earned 
and hardly-collected subscriptions. ; 

If in each large town, a Conjoint Advisory Charitable Committee (con- 
sisting of a few gentlemem from the several Executives) were to be estab- 
lished for the purpose of directing legitimate cases to the proper quarter 
for specific assistance, I am convinced that not only would the subscribing 
public be more satisfied, but the poor would be more effectively helped. 
A well-arranged schedule of pertinent questions could be utilised, and forms 
filled up either by or for the various applicants for relief, so that the Con- 
joint Committee would be able, in a brief space of time, to sift the cases 
and direct applicants to the proper channels of possible assistance. I 
admit that the details of such a scheme would demand far more than this 
letter to adequately develop; it is sufficient here to indicate an outline 
for consideration in your columns. 

Notwithstanding my advocacy of charitable co-crdination, I would not 
have it thought for a moment that the various agencies should be welded 
into one gigantic organisation. Granted an effective system of voluntary 
co-operation, a number of independent agencies are much more likely to 

do good work, provided they restrict themselves to a limited, though defi- 
ite field of operations, whether it be shelter, food, sick-relief, clothing, em- 
ployment, emigration, loans, emergencv asistance, or care of the aged poor.

I hope the Jews who are about to goto Texas or tu another Ite 
land will make sure before going, whether their lands there are as “reserved” 
for therm as were the seats at the meeting Secondly, | desire to ask the 
leaders of the Ito what has become of the many terntorres which were 
Waiting for them? Have they all gone to Texas, together with the 
‘reserved seats * 

The Ito was founded to secure for the Jews a State. because the Zionists 
were unable to give them Palestine at present In tact, inthe good old 
times, Mr, Zangwill himself described Territorialisin as a preparatory step 
to Zionism. Now, if the Ito is able to found a Jewish State, what is the 
pilgrimage to Texas for? If not, wherein does it differ fromr the Tca? : 

Mr. Zangwill opposed Herr Ussichkin’s idea of settling in Palestine 
without a charter.Where is his charter in Texas? In what way are we 
safer in Texas than in England? Many, many thousands of Jews settle 
in America every year without the Ito; what part of the Jewish question 
will the Ito solve by assisting a few thousand people to settle in Texas? 
Hiow do the denials issued by Mr. Zangwill, as to the prominence of the 
new scheme among the Ito projects, agree with his letter to Vienna, in 
which some such scheme as the pilgrimage to Texas was described as the 
real active work of the Ito? 

If the whole scheme is merely one of dispersion of Jews in America, 
in what way does it concern a national movement, striving for an autono- 
mous State?*Why does not the Ito assist the Dispersion Committee in 
London, in order to increase the sphere of its work? On one point I must, 
congratulate the Ito. Texas is nearer to New York than the Argentine 
Republic. If the Jews, whom the Ica settled in the latter country could 
find their way to New York, and I am sure that the new settlers in Texas 
will have even an: easier task before them. 

In conelusion, I must say that, to hope that the Ito Commission will 
next spring be able to place at our disposal an autonomous State, would 
he to confess that not only the promised lands of the Ito and its “ reserved 
seats,” but also our reason has gone to Texas.

JUVENILE FIRST OFFENDERS. 

Sir,—The generous support which many leading members of the Jewish 
community accord to those Protestant miss ms which atm at extend av 
helping hand to the poor and the suffering is A reassuring plas f our 
daily life in this country, While at tI time is a eratetul cobtrast 
te what takes place els Where. Tl igs. thiat bran the (;iles 
Christian Mission which has to do with restarting repentant, discharged 
prisoners on an honest footing, and with reclaiming boys from criminal 
surroundings to train them for useful industry, has always won favour with 
prominent Jews. This has especially been the case with those whe in turn 
have served as Lord Mayor of Londen “ir George F. Faudel-Phillips very 
cordially presmed at the annual meeting at the Mansion House during 
his term of office Six Vears later on. in 1908, this example was followed 
by Sir Marcus Samuel. Jewish names inay also be found among the annual 
general list of subserifiers; and it need hardly be said that such co-opera- 
tion is very greatly valued by those whe have the work in hand. The 
benefits are accorded to all comers. Without regard to their relrgjous per- 
suasion. Happily, crime is less prevalent among Jews; but a Jewish ex- 


prisoner or needy boy would be eligible to have the best done for him 
that was possible. 

It is evident that in favouring such an all-round work as this Society 
undertakes, the law-abiding public Acts in self-defence; and it is remark- 
able that the idea first came trom several men who, being in distress, 
were anxious to make a new start in the direction of honesty. Ardently 
lesirous of obtaining work, they asked: “ Why don't you help us?” When 
employment was found for them, others came to be favoured in a similar 
way; and at length if Was decided that on ' very week-day morning all the ier 
and boys discharged from the prisons of London should be invited to break- 
fast, the opportunity being their taken to urge them to regain a char- 
acter. It was thought, with some reason, that such action would tend 
to the diminishing of crime. Of course, it was then lmpossible to foresee 
the magnitude to whieh such an enterprise would grow, it far exceeded 
the anticipations of the most sanvuine oe Well over half-a-million 
breakfasts have been served to as many¥ ex-prisoners, the annual average 
now being close upon 30,000, and something like twenty per cent. of these 
are induced to sign the teetotal pledge. Last year 4,442 were assisted to 
redeem their character by taking to honest industry; and now. after 
all this has gone on since 1877, the general outlook as regards crime is 
more reassuring than it was in the middle of Queen Victoria's reign. By 
encouraging and supporting such a work, society 1s undoubtedly acting 
in self-defence. 

At the moment of discharge from prison, men and boys are dealt with 
under the most favourable conditions. “The critical position of the 
prisoner just released cannot he over-estimated, it was remarked In a 
recent statement by Mr. H. J. Johnson, one of the Society's Trustees. 
“He stands at the parting of the ways, surrounded by innumerable influ- 
ences for evil, which we endeavour to counteract. Of course, no-one who 
knows our methods imagines for a moment that they are characterised 
by weak sentimentality in dealing with ex-prisoners. We recognise 


society's right to protection; we admit that those who offend the law must 


be punished by the law 7 but “we are more anxious to see the man in

at prison-gates could not be fully explained. A veritable Band of Hope, 
however, is the youthful constituency found in the Homes for the indus- 
trial training of boys rescued from bad suyroundings.

Some of the names in this document are well known. Abraham Ricardo 
was the father of David Ricardo, the Economist, and “ a prominent member 
of the Stock Exchange during the latter part of the eighteenth century.” 
(Picciotto, p. 220). Isaac Mendes Furtado was the member of the Spanish 
and Portuguese Synagogue, who, in 1783, came to loggerheads with the 
authorities over the celebration of Purim. (Picciotto, p. 205). Abraham 
Buzaglo was an inventor and author, who died in 1788. Assur Keyser was 
the father of the late Solomon Moses Keyser, and grandfather of the che 
Assur Keyser, and he died about the same time as Rachel Keyser. 
submit, though I have no means of proving my suggestion, that Alexander 
Keyser the Younger may have been a father of Assur Keyser, who would 
thus have been a brother of Rachel Keyser, and an uncle of Sir Isaac Lyon 
Goldsmid.

Was a Warden of the Western Synagogue at a critical period in the history 
of the community, when a Cherem was launched against the newly-estab- 
lished Reform Congregation. The various synagogues had been requested 
hy the Eeclesiastical Authorities to make a public pronouncement of this 
document. Notwithstanding that Sir Moses Montefiore was one of the mos 
Influential supporters of the Western Synagogue, and strongly in favour 
of the pronouncement, Mr. Salaman prevailed upon his colleagues to take 
a determined stand in this matter. The Western Synagogue was the only 
orthodox place of worship in. which the Cherem was not recited. Mrs. 
Goodmans mother was alady of high musical attainments. She was a 
sister of Isaac Cowen, distinguished in his day as a poet and theological 
Writer Isaac Cowen composed an ode for. the Shakespeare Jubilee 
Festival which was held at Stratford-on-Avon. in the year 1830. He also 
wrote, without living to publish, an essay on the Immortality of the Soul, 
Which numbered among its subscribers King George II]. and Chief Rabbi 
Herschell. 

Mrs. Goodman was the eldest andonly surviving member but one 
of a remarkably talented family, which numbeted twelve sons and 
daughters. Charles Kensington Salaman, the famous Composer, was. her 
junior by a year. One brother, Mr. Joseph 8S. Salaman, is still living. A 
considerably younger sister Was Lady Simon, towards whom Julia Goodman 
acted the part of mother, and who predeceased her seven years “ago. 
Another sister, Kate Salaman, who died young, was a regular exhibitor of 
miniatures in the Royal Academy. Another sister, a poetess, became 
Mrs. Collins (mother of Mr. Edward Collins), and wrote under 
the signature of “R.E.S.” Yet another gifted sister was Annette Salaman, 
authoress of “ Footsteps in the Way of Life.” 

Julia Salaman received her early education at a well-known school 
kept in Islington by Miss Belisario, in the early part of the last century. 

There she was taught the piano and harp, in which she made no inconsider- 
able progress. But her inclination was for art, and upon leaving schoo] 
she entered for a short time the drawing academy of Mr. Sass, where 
Millais and Frith studied, and she received private lessons in painting 
from Robert Faulkner, a pupil of Reynolds. 

In 1836, Julia Salaman, became the wife of the late Louis Goodman, 
a city Merchant, who died in 1876. He had been an invalid for many years,

The deceased was buried in Tuesday morning at the Golder’s Green 
Cemetery of the West London Synagogue. The Rev. Istpore Harris, who 
officiated, delivered the following address over the bier: Dear Friends,—lIt 
is no ordinary Woman whem we are consigning to her eternal rest, but one 
of the noblest of her sex—a heroic soul, whose worth deserves to be com- 
memorated as an example to posterity. The virtuous woman in the 
Proverbs who “ looketh well to the ways of her household,” and “ eateth 
not the bread of idleness,” whose “ children rise up and call her blessed, 
her husband also.” who “openecth her mouth with wisdom and the law 
of kindness is on her tongue”’—is often called to mind when some pious 
mother in Israel closes her earthly career. But there are few women to 
whom the wise man’s description can be so faithfully applied in most 
4 its details as to her whose mortal remains lie before us.. To the out- 
side world Julia Goodman was known as a prolific artist. Had she been 
this and nothing more, there would be little reason tS speak of her in this 
place. There are women who have attained to greater distinction in their 
profession, but whose lives call for no particular comment. It was other- 
Wise with our departed sister. For many yea@rs there devolved upon her, 
in addition to the care of a sick husband, the responsibility ota young 
family, for whose support she toiled with unflagging industry early and 
late, suffering no idle moments save the heaven-appomted day of rest 
which she so scrupulously “observed. The talents with which God had 
endowed her she put to the most practi al, the worthiest. use. never 
losing heart in her struggles with the world, cheerful and contented. to 
the last. It was not only her life that was extended far beyond the ordi- 
nary span. For seventy years she laboured incessantly. The activity 
of her old age had in it all the energy of youth. To see that frail body, 
one would hardly imagine what a spirit dwelt within, how strong and 
resolute, how heavy a burden it could carry. Yet she was eégsentially 
womanly. With her strength of will there was blended a sweetness of dis- 
position that could not but endear her to all who came in contact with 
her. “A woman that feareth the Lord, she shall be praised.” Yes, it 
was the fear of the Lord which formed the foundation on which this fine 
character was built up. It was to her “the beginning of wisdom.” 
Because She reverenced the sanctities of religion, she could preserve her 
courage and sweetness through all the trials of life. Her Judaism was to her a 
very real thing—an inspiration to labour, a solace in misfortune. She was 
not only one of the earliest and oldest members of our synagogue, where 
she had worshipped from the time that it was founded, sixty-five years 
ago, she was formerly one of its most constant adherents. And so she has 
hequeathed to us who inourn her loss a fine example of steadfastness. Her 
life-story teaches us how we may ennoble our lives by exerting our facul- 
ties to the utmost, while never losing our faith in the over-ruling Providence 
by which our destinies are shaped. “Give her of the fruit of her hands, 
and let her works praise her in the gates.”

JEWS AND THE ELECTIONS. 

Jewrejski) [zbiratiel, the organ of the Society for the Promotion of Jewish 
Equality ‘of Rights, publishes the following reports on the election 
campaign : 

At Nowo-Moskowsk (Government of Ekaterinoslayv), interest in the 
election is very slight, in consequence of the repressive acts of the 
administrative authorities. A Jewish Election Committee has not yet been 
formed. 

Although the Jewish population at Nowozilekow ((:overnment. of 
Tschernigofl) has increased by 20 since the last election, it is doubtful 
whether they will have any weixht, as the town is flooded with “ black” 
literature, and the police have prohibited all meetings excepting those of 
the extreme Right. ‘The majority of the non-Jewish electors are either 
Genuine Russians” or “ Octobrists.”’ 

AteKovno it has been found impossible up to the present to hold any 
meetings, but a Jewish Election Cammittee has been formed, comprising 
representatives of various organisations. 

At a meeting of the Election Committee at Ekaterinoslav, the question 
was discussed of union with other parties and of the platform of the Society 
for promoting Jewish rights. Four members of the Executive of the Jewish 
community declared that the Jewish Election Committee must be impartial, 
and must not allow itself 'o be led by the society. The representatives of 
the society, however, energetically protested against the suggestion, and 
at the last meeting a resolution was adopted accepting as a 
minimum the p'atform of the Society. It is very probable that a federated 
Election Committee will be organised in order to defend Jewish interests 
throughout the Government. 

In the Jewish agricultural colonies in the Government of Kherson there 
are many landowners who have the right to vote. In some colonies the 
Jewish voters number as many as 600. Many of the residents in towns are 
agitating against the elections, as they see in such a course the only means 
of preventing pogroms and other dangers, It was only with great difliculty 
that they were induced to interest themselves in the elections. On the 
other hand, the colonists are in no way anxious about the elections, and it 
may be anticipated that the majority of them will vote. 

A few days ago a meeting was held in St. Petersburg of the local Com- 
mittee of the Society for Promoting Jewish Equality of Rights. After pro- 
longed discussion, the following resolutions were adopted: 1. This 
Committee claims the right of veto in respect to the selection of any 
candidate. 2 The Committee, in the persons of its representatives, par- 
ticipates in all district and town Committees. 3. The Committee possesses 
the right of controlling blocs with other groups. 

The Conference of Poalé Zionists has passed a resolution declaring the 
necessity of participation in the elections and co-operation with the 
Radicals. > 

A leader of the Jewish Socialist Labour Party, in an interview with a 
representative of the Strana, stated that the party was comparatively too 
young to carry on an entirely independent election campaign. It has been, 
decided, in principle, to join the following parties: Social Revolutionaries, 
Social Democrats and Bund. Compromises with the Cadets are only 
permissible when there is fear of a victory of the Right. 


THE HOOLIGANS AT ODESSA. 


The Odessa Society of the Russian People controls an organisation of 
hooligans, which is known as the«»White Guard. This body has undertaken 
the sacred duty of punishing the authors of disturbances. Already some 
months ago the newspapers gave particulars of acts of violence committed 
by the White Guard, of which Jews were chiefly the victims. Within 
the last few days their cruelties have become still more serious, and to make 
matters worse the police remained quite neutral; they did not even deem it 
necessary to arrest the hooligans. The University Professors proceeded to 
St. Petersburg and implored M. Stolypin to adopt measures against the 
excesses of the White Guard. The Prime Minister promised that everything 
possible would be done, but the hooligans have become more violent and 
cruel than ever. In spite of all this the Monarchists have the hardihood to 
declare that they are against acts of violence. Ata meeting in Smolensk, 
M. Gringmut complained that the Jews would not read the Party's pro- 
gramme, but preferred to believe that the Monarchists desire to organise 
pogroms. 

‘All the Odessa newspapers publish a statement by the authorities that 
offences against order will be severely punished. This statement has made 
but little impression as previous announcements of a like character had no 
efiect. Even now the While Guard frequently declares that during the 
elections a Jewish pogrom will be organised. For this purpose 500 revolvers 
and 50 rifles have been distributed; the Cossacks will also assist. These 
reports have caused much panic among the Jews.

GENERAL KAULBARS REMOVED FROM ODESSA. 


A Reuter telegram from Odessa says: 

General Kaulbare. the Governor General. has been removed from Odessa to 
another district His removal is explained by his close connection with the Union of 
the Russian People. whose local gangs have lately terrorised the whole town, and 
serious outrages, particularly upon Jews and stucente, have been frequent. Another 
factor which is believed to bave told against General Kaulbars is the dock and sea- 
men's strike. which he failed to prevent, and which has caused immense injury to the 
steamship comeanies. The Russian Navigation Company to-day stopped their 
sailings to the Crimea and Caucasus. 

A Central News telegram states :— 

General Kaulbars having been transferred to Orenburg, General Skugarevsky 
has been appointed t» succeed him as Governor-General of dessa and district. The 
notorious Chief ot Police here, Colonel Gessberg, has been dismissed. Both Kaulbars 
and Gessberg are reactionaries. 


MISCELLANEOUS. 

The St. Petersburg correspondent of the Correspondance Russe sends to 
that sheet a copy of a circular issued by the Chief Director of Railways, in 
which this fanctionary notifies, by order of M. Stolypin in his capacity of 
Minister of the Interior, that the League of the Russian People “ constitutes 
an absolutely legal organisation, and that it deserves to be supported by 
State officials as well as by private employes.” 

According to a telegram from Kertch (says Reuter),a bomb exploded in 
the synagogue there a few days ago. A subsequent search resulted in the 
discovery of a seéret printing press, in consequence of which the Governor 
decided to dismiss the elders of the synagogue with the exception of the 
rabbi, who was reprimanded. The members of the synagogue were fined.

-I thanked the Governor tor his gratifying news, which I 
thus authoritatively comiiunicate to you. 

The gratitude of the Jewish conimmunity to the Shereefian Government 
is unbounded. For we were wondering what was golng to be the outcome 
of the situation created, in so sudden and arbitrary a fashion, by Kaid 
Anflous. 

Recent events showed ‘that the Medina) Moorish townsfolk = wer 
thoroughly in sympathy with the action of the provincial official. Did 
not some of them even join tn the attempted riots? One of the reasons 
for Wishing to remain alone in their quarter is that since “ outsiders” 
are living in the Medina, rents have gone up. Houses which previously 
were rented tor a few pesetas were afterwards rented at five or six dollars; 
and so on along the seale—a point of view, however, which, whilst it 
is logical-enough on the part of the complaining tenants who suffer from 
the competition, is not shared by the Moorish landlords. These were 
not in sympathy with Kaid Anflous. Thus do personal interests alter 
sentiments 

Very soon after the incidents referred to above, the Jewish community 
of Mogador sustained a heavy loss by the totally unexpected and untimely 
death of Mr. Aaron Elmaleh, a son of the late Rev. Joseph de A. 
Elmaleh, and brother of Mr. Reuben Elmaleh, the President of this com 
munity. Phe whole of Mogador Jewry was thrown into mourning by the 
loss of its loved member—the pet of the community—whose wondrous 
sweetness and gentleness of disposition and great charm of manner were 
of a kind not met with every day and will not be easily forgotten. 
A signal mark of respect was shown by the authorities to the deceased 
on the day ot his burial. <A double line of soldiers stood in front of the 
northern gate and, with drawn swords, saluted the cortege as it passed 
throuch them. 

Very abundant rains have fallen in these parts. Provided that the 
threatening locusts disappear for good, and timely rains intervene again 
in due season, the year promises to be one of plenty.

THE RECENT RIOTS IN CRAIOVA. 


As foreshadowed in the annual report of the Anglo-Jewis a i 
the situation of the Jews in Roumania is a; g'o-Jewish Associ:..tion, 


again becoming unsettled, and grave 
fears are entertained in regard to the anti-Semitic riots breaking out in various 


parts of the country. The tactics of the Liberal Party are being resorted to 
once again. The Jew is being used for electioneering purposes and in 
order to damage the authority of the Government now in power. The riots 
are instigated by the Liberal Press, notably by the offi -ial organ of the 
Party, the Vointza Na ionala, which is publishing a series of venomous 
articies against the Jews. The tactics now followed by the Liberal Party 
are to induce the students of the universities or the secondary schools to 
attack the Jews, because the students ep; ’y a special immunity, and little 


harm would befall them by playing the game of pawns on the chessboard of 
political warfare. 

On Sunday, the I'ith December, a concert had been arranged to be given 
by the Jewish ladies’ Society, in the hall of the Ather:eam, Bucharest, for 
charitable purposes. lo the great disappointment and dismay of the large 
public who had purchased tickets, the Prefect of Police of acharest informed 
the Committee on the morning cf the concert that the money paid for the 
tickets should be returned and the concert stopped, as some of the students 
had threatened to make a hostile demonstration in front of the building. 
instead of the police endeavouring to prevent the demonstration, the concert 
had to be abandoned at the last moment. Some who had bought tickets not 
knowing what had happened came to the place and were met by a mob of 
howling students who, before the eyes of the police and the passers-by, 
mobbed the Jews and insulted them grossly. 

A week later far more serious scenes happened in Craiova. The Zionist 
Society “ Har Sinai” together with the Society “ Mizmnor” had arranged to 
hold a meeting, and among others Dr. Niemirower the Rabbi of Jassy and 
Dr. Isaac Leon had come to take part in the proceedings. 

_ Suddenly a crowd of between two and three hundred students, together 
with other uoruly elements, among them Mill Demetrescu. Editor of the anti- 
Semitic paper, Apararea Nationala, burst open the door, and, armed with 
sticks, began to belabour mercilessly those assembled. mer. women and 
children. They broke the windows; and smashed the furniture. tore down the 
pictures, took the chairs and wounded a lirge number of people. among them 
notably Dr. Isaac Leon, Mr. Jacob Pinchas the binker, Mrs. Molda, and the 
teacher, Reder. One of the Christians present, Dsmetre Marcu, being 
mistaken for a Jew, was also very seriously injared. Mr. Isaac Klein had his 
head broken, and Mrs. Salis Peratz was thrown into an ice-cellar, both her 
legs being broken. The police evidently pretended not to know anything, 
bat when the affair assumed a graver aspect, Inspector Melicescu and the 
Prefect Vorvoreanu came on the scene. The students were permitted to do 
as they liked, so they formed a procession and marched through the streets 
crying * Down with the Jews,’’ and * |):ath to the Jews.” Taey came to the 
synagogue and broke the windows, also those of every house inhabited by 
Jews ; they destroyed some of the shops of Jewish tradesmen and beat every 
Jew they met in the street. This state of ailairs lasted until five in the after- 
noon, and the students were only pacified by the assurance that the three of 
their number who had been arrested had since been liberated. 

The rioting recommenced on the following day despite the fact that the 
students were assured that no Zionist meeting would be held. S» they went 
to the shop of Herman Reis and poured the contents of petroleum 'amps 
on the clothes and set them alight, and the Jewe, fearing a spread of similar 
activity, closed their shutters. They destroyed the shops of Leon Baruch, 
Osias Baras, the Bros. Arie],and many more. Two hundred Jews who are 
Austrian subjects, have appealed to the Consul for protection. The president 
of the community, Emanuel David, together with Hirsch Ephraim and 
Ashkenazi, forwarced the following telegram to the Prime Minister : 

Since yesterday the Jewish population has been terrorised by the students of the 
Secondary Schools, the Lyceum, Gymnasium and the Commercial and Technical 
Schools, who have Lroken their windows and destroyed their shops. They have ill- 
treated our coreligionists, 80 that we have no safety and no assurance of any protection. 
Rumours are spread that the scene will be repeated during the night and on the 
following days. In the name of the Jewish community we appéal respectfully that 
measures be taken for the protection of our life and property. 

Evidently in consequence of this telegram military pr tions have 
been taken for the protection cf the Jews. Soldiers have been concentrated 
in the barracks, two regiments of gendarmes have been sent, and the streets 
are being patrolled by the police and the military. The Chief Inspector of 
Police and the Commander of Sergeants have been investigating the matter, 
and have searched the cilices of the Ol/enia and the “ League for the Nationel 
Defence” with a view of finding who were the instigators of the riot. The 
director of the gymnasium, who was approached, declared that he could do 
nothing, for he had no authority over the boys after they had left the school. 

It is notorious, however, that anti-Semitic teaching has been practised by 
the statis of these schools, and that they are among the real instigators of 
the disturbarces. 

\(nder the pressure of the Government, a meeting cf the 
teaching staff of the Lyceum Carol |. was held, and among thore who 
took part were the Prefect of the Province Geblescu and the Prefect cf 
the place, as well as the Chief Inspector of Police. The following resolution 
was passed : “ That, as it is impossible to establish by rame those who, out 
of the hundreds cof students, took active part in these demonstrationr, we 
will only make remonstrances to the students in the classrooms advising 
them that they should no more attempt seek febrettabl scenes.’ Tkey 
moreover asserted that not a single guilty person had been found among 
the students, and even those who had been arrested had been proved 
innocent, and therefore they could not contemplate the elimination 
of any student. The only way was to make remonstrances en bloc. This 
declaration is too ridiculous to be taken seriously. 

The judicial authorities who investigated the matter came to the con- 
clusion that“ the students carried out only a peaceful demonstration, but that 
some hooligans, who had been instigated through the editor of the Apararea 
Nationala, Mill Demetrescu, alias Miulescu, had taken part init. The Court 
are investigating in that direction. Hitherto it had been proved that not a 
single student had taken part in the outrages, and furthermore that the 
destruction of property was caused by hooligans and strangers who 
mixed among the students with evil intentions. Moreover, it was proved 
that not a single teacher had instigated the students to commit any acts of 
violence and that none of them had taken a sbare in the destruction of the 
shop of Reis. The investigation on the part of the judicial authorities is 
continuing.” 

On the following Tuesday a deputation, composed of Messrs. Emanuel 
David, Mendel and Boemches, waited on the Procureur Général, and ke

assured them that nothing more would happen, and that every means wou'd 
be taken to prevent a repetition of the outrages. 

The gravity of the situation has not escaped the notice of the Govern- 
ment, and the organ of the Prime Minister, Tz:ro, in its leader of the 28th of 
December, does not disguise the fact of the situation being a serious one. It 
points to the coincidence of these demonstrations which happened a week 
before in Bucharest and then in Craiova as showing that a distinct anti- 
Semitic current has been created and that excesses and riots may be feared 
elsewhere in Roumania. The Government will doall it can to prevent the 
recurrence of the eveats which not only affact a certain portion of the popu- 
lation but also the well-being of the Government. In many other places 
fears are entertained that these scenes will repeat themselves in view of 
the Oe aay immunity which the authors of these outrages have hitherto 
enjoyed.

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THE ALIENS ACT. 


BY OUR SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT. | 


To discuss the present situation, of the Aliens Act a special meeting of 
the Board of Deputies Alien Immigration Committee is being called. but at 
the time of writing the date has not been definitely decided. 

Meanwhile, my suggestion of a conference meets with considerable 
approval, not only in London but in the provinces, where mach feeling has 
been aroused by the exposure of the practices in connection with the 
procedure of the Immigration Board. Provincial coreligionists, whose 
relatives and friends find themselves in the toils, are in a painfully helpless 
position. They have no means of learning of the plight of the immigrants, 
and when they do receive a telegram, it is, as a rule, too late for them 
tm reach the port in time to be present at the hearing of the appeal. 

Shelter, | know, sends information to provincial friends when it 
possibly can, and pathetic messages have also been sent to me, through 
the editor of the Jewish Chronicle, to “do something” in the case of a 
person expected, and who, it is feared, may be held up. So far, 1 have 
been spared the painful necessity of endeavouring to intervene on behalf 
of an appellant, for my right to do so would undoubtedly be challenged. 
But I can well understand the agony of suspense in which provincial 
friends of immigrants must be kept until they hear definite news. The 
desire of the provinces to help in any movement to secure reform is 
natural enough, and Ds. Dalberg, whom | saw during his visit to London, 
assured me that Manchester is very keenly interested and anxious to 
assist. 

A sitting of the Immigration Board was held at Blackwall last Friday to 
consider three appeals. One of them illustrated, in quite a remarkable 
manner, the growth of the power that is being acquired by the officers and 
which the Home ~ecretary does not seem at all inclined tocheck. The case 
was that of Pesach “apis, a boy of fifteen, who had arrived on the Libau 
boat. The officers’ statement was that the lad had declared himself only 
twelve yeara of age, that he had £1, and that he was coming to a Mr. 
Cremer, an egg importer, of Cannon Street Road, who had received money 
from South Africa for the lad’s passage there. The inquiry agent had called 
at the address: Mr. Cremer, he reported, was a respectable person and be 
had received £20 odd from the lad's brother in Johannesburg. 

Pesach himself was about the smartest lad whom I have seen detained, 
and he told his story with a frankness and intelligence that c:rried con- 
viction. He was really, he said, a transmigrant, but when those bound only 
for London were called on the vessel, he had stepped forward. His father 
had paid his passage to England, and had given him a little over £5 which he 
produced, and £26 awaited him at Mr. Cremer'’s. 

The Board, comprising Mr. W. T. Francis, in the Chair, Mr. Miller and 
Mr. Lsvinsohn, were anxious to hear Mr. Cremer, but he was not in attend- 
ance. The interpreter-inquiry agent explained that he had seen and 
questioned Mrs. Cremer the day previous) y, but he had not told her when the 
Board would sit. 

Mr. Levinsohn—Why did you not tell Mr, Cremer to appear here ? 


The Interpreter: -I did say that the Board would hear the boy's appeal; 
but I did not say when. 


Mr. Francis :--Bat you should have told. 


In answer to this, the interpreter made what | consider a truly amazing 
statement. He said: ‘1 did not see any responsible person. I saw only a 
woman. 


Thereupon Mr. Francis shook his head, reprovingly, and remarked: “ It's 
@ great pity you did not tell her.” « 

Mr. EvaNs, the Chief Immigration Ollicer, intervened: ‘! think,” he 
said, ‘it has been made clear that they have only to apply to the shipping 
p3ople for information. is Mr. Cremer’s neglect, not ours.” 

Mr. Ley iNsous: Taois simply means that we shall have to come here again 
to hear Mr. Cremer. It is giving us a lot of trouble. . 


Me. FRAN Is: It is a pity Mr. Cremer is not here. 


Mr. Mitier: The lad is smart and intelligent. I rather like the look of 
lie should get on. 
He was a lad to impress anyone. Sturdy, well-developed, with a frank 
open countenance ania straightforward manner, be looked well capable of 
makiog his way anywhere, the type of immigrant who would be an accession 
to any country. tis explained than he had first stated that he was twelve 
years of age on the instructions of the agent abroad, and the interpreter 
informed the Board that the passport regulations in Russia led to the under- 
statement of age in order to enable persons of this kind to pass as the 
children of other emigrants. The lad also explained quite frankly that when 


him. 


questioned on the vessel he had sen in a state of bawilderment. He had 
no‘ e\pected that he would be detained. This bears out what | have said 
before that immigrants mike usfortunate statements owing to the state of 


mind in which they are suddenly plunged at the entrance to the land of free- 
dom by an examination which they have not anticipated. The lad’s obvious 
frankness and sincerity impressed the Loard, and they quickly decided to 
admit him. 

Mr. Lovinsohn, who is doing his utmost to put an end to unsatisfactory 
procedure, raised the point as to the necessity of the inquiry agent informing 
the friends of an immigrant that they should attend at Blackwall. He 
suggested that the interpreter should intimate that there was a probability 
of the immigrant being sent back unless his friends turned up at the hearing 
of the appeal. 


Me. Evans :-He has no right to express an opinion, or to anticipate the 
decision of this Board. 


Mr. Francis:--[t is very necessary that they should come and give 
evidence. They should be told positively to come. 

That declaration is emphatic enough, and it is the second which a 
Chairman has recently given. But the whole point is whether the Board has 
any right to dictate at all to the ollicers. 1 am afraid that they have not. 
lo this case, Mr. Evans said that he was quite satisfied with the evidence 
gathered, He was satisfied, the Board were satisfied, and all was well. But 
when the Immigration Ojdicer is not satisfied, as frequently happens, there 
will then be practically no option for the Board but to reject. Adjournment, 
except in rare instances, is impossible. It means exactly that the fear to 
which | gave expression last week is thoroughly justified. It means that 
instead of the Board coming to a decision on evidence which it hears itself, 
it can only take its cue from the oflicer who is the prosecutor. In many cages 
the decision hangs in the balance for some time; in most of them, “the 
evidence of relatives and friends puts a much better complexion on the 
matter, and where this assistance is denied the immigrant, his chances of 
admission even for the purpose of continuing his journey to another country, 
are endangered to vanishing point. It is a most serious matter. If Mr. 
Levinsohn, who has rendered the community great service on the Board, 


will press this point home and endeavour to have a resolution sent to the 
Home Secretary, he may prevent the Board developing into a mere helpless 
assistant of the immigration officers. It is a matter also which affects Eaglish 
shipping companies. Had this boy not been admitted, an English line would 
have lost him as a passenger to South Africa. There have been instances 
wuere passage money has been lost. 


One other point. The old excuse was given that at the time the 
interpreter made his inquiries he did not know the hour when the Board 
would sit, and could consequently not give the information. This is nothing 
but a subterfage. The loard meets either at 11.15 in the morning or 5.15 in 
the afternoon. If the interpreter knows the date, as he has admitted he 
does, he can easily say that the Blackwall meeting will be held either in the 
morning or the afternoon. Furthermore, with regard to last I riday’s sitting, 
I was informed nearly twenty-four hours beforehand-—-between four and five 
on the Thursday afternoon. The meeting must then have been arranged an 
hour at least, and I should have liked to have known what time it was when 
the inquiries were made at the house of Mr. Cremer. May I express the hope 
that whennext this matter crops up—and I trast that it will be raised on every 
possible oceasion--the inquiry agent will be questioned as to the time of bis 
call on the relatives, and the clerk asked to say when the hour of meeting 
was definitely decided upon ? 


An»ther immigrant admitted was Rochel Kramer, a girl of fourteen, who 
had also stated that she was twelve years of age. It drew from Mr. Francis 
the remark that immigrants were taught by agents to tell untraths, but not 
when totell the truth. The girl had been sent for by her brother, a shoe- 
maker in Battersea Rise. Inquiries proved her story correct, and Mr. Evans 
remarked that had she been abie to prodace definite information on the ship 
she would not have been detained. Her brother gave evidence, and, on the 
usual undertaking by him, the girl was admitted. 


The third immigrant was rejected. This was Ossip Peletz,aged 25, a 
Rassian Christian, who had been detained at Libau on account of eye 
trouble. His companion, who had his money, had gone to America; he was 
anxious to follow, bat he only had £1. He expected that hia brother, a miner 
in Lanarkshire, Scotland, would pay his passage. The address, however, was 
vague, and a telegram had only brought another in reply asking for the 
immigrant’s full name. 


Two medical cases came before Messrs. Bradford (in the Chair), and 
Champernowne and Dr. Morris, on Monday afternoon. Two immigrants who 
had arrived on the Libau boat had been detained for * trachoma,” which can- 
not be so dread a scourge as Sir William Evans-Gordon would have us 
believe, seeing that it had to be explained to the Chairman. Both the 
immigrants attributed their eye troubles to the same cause—the 
wretched conditions on the ship, which had been nine da}s_ on 
the voyage owing to the stormy weather. Attention has before now 
been called to the herding of passengers on the insanitary Baltic 
boats, and Yetta Levin, one of the two immigrants, stated that in addition to 
the overcrowded condition, the men smoked day and night, making sleep 
impossible. Dr. Williams, however, stated that her eye trouble was 
an old one, but that it was mild and amenable to treatment, and on her 
husband undertaking to see that she received proper attention, she was 
admitted with her little four-year-old boy. The husband, a bootmaker in 
Hackney, had adopted the novel expedient of sending her a 
letter in tEaglish to show to the Immigration Oflicers, and. this 
was read by the Board. The man said he was earning from ‘is. to 
£2 per week, and this seemed to carry greater weight than statements as to 
wages of Lfand £5 fre,aently made by witnesses. It was stated by the 
immigration officer that the woman had been told at Riga that her eyes were 
good enough for England but not for America, and this led Dr. Morris to 


remark that Americans frequently called eye soreness trachoma when it was 


not so. 


In the case of the other immigrant, Solomon l’osvolsky, a tinsmith, who 
had £5 10s ,and was anxious to proceed direct to South Africa, Dr. Williams 
said that the trachoma was very slight. Posvolsky’s sister, Mrs. Melniko'l, 
came forward with £35 which she said had been sent by her brothers 
at Cape Town to enable the immigrant to join them, and that 
she was ready to give a guarantee tc the extent of £100 that the man would 
be medically attended ard sent to South Africa. Posvolsky also claimed to 
be a political refugee. He had served his time in the army and had recently 
attended a meeting and had been one of those to fire revolvers into the air. 
After that he had been in hiding for a month. He was admitted on the 
necessary undertaking being given that he would proceed to the Cape. 


On the vessel which brought these passengers, the :douard Barry,’ were 
two stowaways, sturdy young Finnish sailors who, in the hope of getting 
berths in London, hid in the coal bunkers for a couple of days and were 
afterwards befriended by the passengers. Inencavouring to slip pastthe 
police at the docks, however, on Sunday night, this alien horde—two strong

board, Sir George Woodman, Mr. Leonard L. Cohen,.and Mr. Evans, the 
solicitor and his clerk, four pressmen, one immigration oflicer, one interpreter, 
the captain, and of course the Finns. Less than ten minutes the proceedings 
lasted, and on the undertaking that the vast régiment of stowaways would 
be duly articled before the Russian Consul, they were given permiskion to be 
transhipped. And once again, and on the first day of its second year of 
existence, did the Aliens Act save England from the invasion of a squadron 
of sinister sul/srers possessed solely of a sum of seven shillings.

Solomon J. Solomon, R.A., had recently had built for him a studio on the

Mr.Solomon, tiad- 
ing that the bad 
_ light obtainable in 
- + London during the 
allected the prog- 
ress of his work, purchased “ Whitecliffe " Bungalow at Birchington, designed, 
some thirty years ago, by the late Mr. J. P. Seddon, and invited Mr. Delissa 
Joseph, F.R.1.B.A., to prepare the plans for a studio, in which he might 
carry on his winter work io conditions of clear air and bright light. 

The general scheme of the studio was sketched out by Mr. Solomon him- 
self, but the problem for his archi- 
tect was so to construct the building 
as to ensure uninterrupted north 
light and to prevent any obstruction 
from the house itself, or from the 
adjoining houses, of the very beauti- 
fal views they enjoy over the North 
Sea. These views, with their accom- 
panying sunsets, had often formed 
subjects for Turner's brush, when 
he lived at Margate. In these circum- 
stances, Mr. Delissa Joseph decided 
to sink the whole studio below the 
level of the cliff, and to build it on 
the extreme edge of the cliff. This 
scheme involved the construction of 
a sea wall, and a staircase, in an 
open cutting, leading from the gar- 
den level to the level of the sunk 
platform on which the studio stands.

is built on three 
sides of a court- 
yard, and has a 
central tower, 
and towers at 
either end. The 
main entrance leads into a hall and ounge, from which branch the main 
corridors, and from these corridors the reception-rvoms and principal bed- 
rooms are reached. Ths total accommodation is four reception-rooms and 
lounge, and eight bedrooms, besides the usual domestic offices, including 
a bath-room of rather unusual design, 
in which the bath is sunk in the floor 
and marble lined. The building is 
carried out in red bricks, a portion of 
it being rough cast, the whole of the 
external woodwork being finished 
white. In the centre of the court- 
yard a fountain plays, while peacocks 
strut on the surrounding lawns. A 
flower garden, with rustic arches and 
arbours, gives rare brightness to the 
surroundings, while the Zionist flag 
may often be seen flying from the 
masthead on the central tower.

Ia view of the exposed position, the 
building is provided with double walls and double roof. The studio 
itself is about 39 ft. by 28 ft., and about 1) ft. high, and a portion 
of it has an additional height of about 2 ft. to facilitate the handling 
of large decorative canvasses. The principal light to the studio is 
obtained from a skylight

Mr Zanewill, the President of the 
organisation, announced the practical conversion of two of the most important signa- 
tories to the manifesto —Lord Rothschild and Mr. N.S. Joseph.” I know my excellent 
friend. Mr. Zangwill, to be the soul of truth. and. therefore, cannot help thinking that 
your reporter must have misunderstood his remarks. For I can only say that, after 
the twelve months that have elapsed since the publication of the manifesto referred 
to, | am as strong!y as ever convince of the unpractical and mischievous nature of 
the territorial project for the formation of a Jewish State upon an autonomous basis 
and though | have no authority to write in their names, I feel certain that Lord 
Rothechild and my other co-signatories of the manifesto have not been in apy way 
converted from the views set forth in the manifesto. Mr Zanewill. according to your 
report, anuounced the formation of a new department of his organisation in connection 
with emigration. With sich a departure from its original programme everyone must 
be in sympathy. especially all the signatories of the manifesto, most of whom have 
during the past twenty-four years been themselves actively engaged in the work of 
emigrating tens of thousands of the unfortunate victims of Russian persecution. Such 
new departure. however, having nothing to do with the scheme for concentration in 
an autonomous Jewish State but, on the contrary, meaning dispersion and settlement 
in free countries. where the emigrants will enjoy, in common with those of other 
creeds, the law of the land. c )-onération with such a scheme on the part of the signa- 
tories of the manifesto can only be conceived possible subject to the condition 
precedent that the scheme be not under the {lag of territorialism, or in any way based 
upon its principles,

His vreat learning 
and eloquence, the diligent discharge of his: official duties, and of duties 
he has voluntarily taken on himself, have won him universal respect, his 
unassuming piety, his invariable gentleness and charity. the ardent 
attachment of both the Jewish and Christian population of the town in 
which he has so long beneficently laboured. Dr. Freund comes of good 
Jewish stock, and was born on August 3rd, 1839, in Schmieeee, in the 
Province of Posen. In 1843 he matriculated at the Gymnasium in Lissa, 
and in conformity. with the wishes of his parents, adopting the Rabbinical 
calling, he placed himself under the tuition of famous Talmudic scholars, 
chiefly of Dayan Reb Hamburger, who taught there at the time. He then 
entered the University of Breslau as member of the philosophical faculty, 
but assiduously continued: his Talmudic studies, and became a favourite 
pupil of Dr. Geiger. On November 11th, 1853, Herr Freund took his degree 
its philosophiae et philologiae doctor, and his dissertation. «de rebus che 
resurrectionis, Was made the subiect of special commendation. In it he 
published for the first time the’text of manuscripts contained in the 
libraries of the Universities of Breslau and Leyden, concerning the Jewish 
conception of the resurrection and future life. Even before he took Is 
degree, Dr. Freund was appointed principal teacher, under the director, 
Dr. Samuelsohn, of the Tiktin religious school, and retained that post till 
1S56. when he was succeeded by Dr. Gudemann., the present Chief Rabbi 
of Vienna. In that year he was appointed to the office of Rabbi of 
Goerlitz. That he still fulfils its functions with unabated vigour is 
the pride of his congregation. In November, 1893, on the oecasion of his 
ae as doctor, his diploma was renewed. The letter. of the 
Jean of the philosophical faculty contained the following passage: 
“Through your inaugural dissertation you have increased the knowledge 
of Arabic literature and of comparative religious science, and through 
all these years vou have in worthiest and most admirable manner matin- 
tained the dignity and fulfilled the duties of your sacred office.” In 1900 
the Emperor bestowed on Dr. Freund the Order of the Red Eagle of the 
fourth. class. 

No roi fainéant is the head of the Deutsche Konferenzgemeinschalt, 
Commercial Privy Councillor L. M. Goldberger. Continuously, and in every 
part of the world, he widens and develops the action of the organisation. To 
promote its aims lectures were delivered during the last few weeks in 
Frankfort, in Hamburg, Munich, Nuremberg, Stuttgart, and various other 
places, with the result that in one towr 109, out of a total of 133, members 
of the congregation became members of the Konferenzgemeinschaft.

It is now proposed to ex'end the arrangement to Rosh Hashanah and Yom 
Kippur, in regard to which “the early hour of service seems to become more 
and more impracticable.” In England we are accustomed to hold children’s 
services after the ordinary Sabbath morning service. In Dr. Berkowitz's 
congregation, they are held before the regular service, from half-»ast nine to 
a quarter past ten, and the plan seems to work well. There is a special 
Floral Fund for providing flowers at every service, which are afterwards sent 
to the hospitals and homes of the sick. In one respect the synagogues of the 
United States appear to be no better circumstanced than we are at home—in 
the matter of congregational singing; in spite of the Union Hymnal with its 
English hymns, Rodeph Shalom experiences difficultyin getting worsbippers 
to join in thesinging. Nor is the experience exceptional. - The Cantor, Mr. 
Loewenberg, has “* made enquiries as to the success of congregational singing 
in the different parts of the country,” and he finds it no better elsewhere. 
The congregation bas its own library, whose custodian is able to report 
“continued growth and development.” An enthusiastic member of the con- 
gregation, the late B. F. Teller, has bequeathed, besides a sum for the 
decoration of the synagogue on Shabuoth, 50,000 dollars—the largest gift ever 
made to an American Jewish congregation—for the equipment of an adequate 
school building. The class-room is a prominent feature of congregational life 
throughout the United States. 


The Hon. Osear Straus, United States Secretary of Commerce and Labour, 
has appointed a Committee to investigate the United States law and thé laws of 
other nations affecting the treatment of steerage passengers. He is of 
opinion that the United States Passenger Act of 1882 is not adapted to 
modern conditions owing to the revolution caused in shipbuilding by the 
use of steel.

Lector M. Friedmann. 


Several of our contemporaries recently reported the death of Lector M. 
Friedmann, of Vienna, The Jewish Chronicie did not publish the report, 
because the report was false. Happily Lector Friedmann, who was 75 years 
of age last July, is still with us, actively at work on those Midrashic studies 
which have him fame, 

His Introduction to the oldest of Midrashim, the Mechilta, was a - 
piece. This Introduction, published in 1470, remains the most calightening 
of modern essays on the development of the early Rabbinic literature. 
Earlier, in 1864, he edited the Sifre (lit. “ Books”), the Midrash on Numbers 
and geen But — h - Introduction was promised, none has ever 
come from Friedmann’s han ater, he gave us the Pesikta (18 
Tanna debe Eliyahu (1900). 

While, however, it has been our pleasant duty to contradict a false report 
concerning Friedmann, we are enabled to mention another report, this time a 
true one, concerning him. He is now at work on an edition of the Sifra (lit. 
“the Book”), the Midrash on Leviticus. This Midrash is halachic, ie., it 
deals with legal rules, and contains few homiletic discourses. It is not 
unnatural that this should be so, because Leviticus (with such important 
exceptions as chapter xix.) deals with ritual. Hence, we would expect an 
ancient Midrash on Leviticus to be practical rather than edifying. But 
important though the Sifra is, it has never been edited in the modern way. 
lL. H. Weiss produced an edition in 1882, but Weiss was not a good editor. 
His strength lay in another direction; he was a critic of ideas, not of texts. 
It is therefore of splendid promise that Friedmann is engaged on the 
Sifra, for Friedmann is an ideal editor of Midrash. His vast learning, his 
sober jadgment, his enlightened outlook, all qualify him, as no-one else is 
qualified, for such work.

From the beginning of the year 1907, a new Hebrew quarterly (O7)7) is 
to appear in St. Petersburg. 

The editors (1. D. Markon and A. Zarzubski) design with this new 
quarterly to fill the place long ago occupied by such famous periodicals as 
the Bikkure Haittim, the Kerem Chemed, and the Ozar Nechmad. The lack of 
a Hebrew organ of this kind is, the editors think, the reason why the present 
generation produces no Jewish scholars of the type of Rapoport, S. D. 
Luzzatto, Krochmal, Senior Sachs and Reifmann. These men were lovers of 
the past, sed of profound learning, intensely Jewish in spirit, yet 
critical and “ scientific in their investigations. 

That we no longer possess quite the type is true enough. But the 
editors fail to mention that a generation which possesses a Steinschneider, a 
Friedmann, a Bacher, a Harkavy, a Theodor, a Ratner, a Guttmann, a Halevi, 

to name but a few of our older living scholars—can compare favourably 
with any former period. All the more the new quarterly is badly wanted. 
The organs in which Jewish scholars can find an outlet for their researches 
are to-day disgracefully few. The existing periodicals are in a state of 
permanent congestion; the periodicals are so scarce, the work so plentiful. 
And there is this advantage on the side of a Hebrew review : Hebrew is the 
common language of Jewish scholars ; they canall more or less write it ; they 
can all fluently read it. 

It is to be hoped. that the new quarterly will have a longer life than 
some of its immediate predecessors. Perhaps it will attract a sprinkling of 
English subseribers. The annual subscription is 12s. Address “ Redaktion” 
of “ Hakedem,” St. Petersburg, Ofizerskaja, 50. 


The Chedor-laomer Tablets. 

Eleven years ago Dr. Pinches made an important discovery. He copied 
and deciphered certain tablets in the British Museum in which occurred 
hames of Kings read by him Kudur-laghgumar, Tudghula and Eri-aku. These 
at once recalled the Chedor-laomer, Tidal and Arioch of the 14th chapter of 
Genesis. Doubt has been thrown on these identifications. Professor A. H. 
Sayce shares none of this doubt, and in a contribution to the Proceedings of 
the Society of Biblical Archzeology (xxviii., part 6, for 1906), he re-edits the 
tablets, and in an introduction maintains and fortifies belief in the identity 
of the Kings with those named in ‘ienesis. 


Literary Notes and News. 

Dr. A. Biichler contributes to the current number of the Breslau 
Monatsschrift the first part of an essay on the methods of capital punishment 
in Biblical and post-Biblical Jewish law. 

Dr. L. Hirschfeld’s edition of the Zemiroth (MV!) for Friday night, Satur- 
day morning and Saturday night, has now been taken over by Kauffmann, of 
Frankfort-on-the-Main. Prices range from 1.50 to 2.25 marks, according to 
binding.

This, too, is a topic on which we 
hear far too little in England. Whatever be the truth of other communities, 
Jewish regeneration has always been based on a revival of learning. England, 
by the way, is now probably the only country in which the Rabbis never meet 
in assembly. 


Notes on French Publications. 


In “ L’Emigration européenne au siecle” (Paris, Armand Colin, 1906)» 
Professor R. Gonnard, of the Faculty of Law at Lyons, treats of the emigra- 
tion movement which for different reasons has withdrawn from Europea large 
number of persons, chiefly from England, Germany, Italy, Austria-Hungary 
and Russia. Emigration from Russia has assumed considerable proportions 
on account of the ever-increasing departure of Jews. In 1901, 85,000 persons 
emigrated ; in 1902, 107,000; in 1903, 136,000; and in 1905, out of one million 
emigrants, the United States received 184,000 who came from Russia, that is 
a little more than a sixth. The causes of Russian emigration differ in the 
cases of the Orthodox and the Jews. The first-named, no longer finding in 
the country the necessary resources for the cultivation of the soil, go to 
America in the hope of finding employment there. The Jews, on the other 
hand only emigrate on account of oppression. They are then congested in 
the tenement houses and sweat-shops of New York and Boston. The 
departure of these elements, in the opinion of the authorities, does 
not constitute a danger for the land of their birth, for if their 
number is considerable, it is nevertheless slight in comparison with the 
whole of the population of Russia and with the large excess of births over 
deaths. On the other hand, Russia sees them go without much regret, as 
they are considered to be non-assimilable elements. Nevertheless, this class 
of emigrants causes grave embarrassment to the Russian Government. 

In the Revue Bleue, M. Maxime Kowalewsky, member of the late Duma, 
writes an article on ministerial despotism in Russia. He shows that in 
spite of all assurances given by the Emperor of a constitution for the country, 
the Government, without awaiting the next Elections, adopts very serious 
measures, and that the Senate is pliant in obeying the injunctions of the 
Ministers who are at the mercy of reactionary organisations and journals. 
The Genuine Russians, who are among those having the greatest influence 
on Ministers, wish to deprive the Jews of the right of voting at the elections, 
demand that the Pale of Settlement shall be maintained, and are impressing 
on the Emperor the danger which will result from the granting of wider 
rights to the Jews. On theirside, the Old Believers ask that the Jews should 
be deprived of the privilege of serving in the army, and wish to submit them 
to a special tax in lieu of this service. 

The discussions in the Court of Cassation at the second revision of the 
Dreyfus Case have been published by the League of the Rights of Man, the 
society which fought so nobly from the very first in the cause of justice. 
The two volumes which have just appeared also contain a report of the 
debate in the Senate on the 11th December on the subject of the 
translation of the remains of Emile Zola to the Pantheon. The noble 
homage paid to the work of justice by the Senate constitutes one of 
the most precious monuments of contemporary history. The volumes can be 
obtained at the oflice of the League above-named, 1, Rue Jacob, Paris. 

In its “ Collection des plus belles pages"’ the Societe du Mercure de 
France devotes a volume of selected pages to Heine. The French reading 
public will thus be able to become acquainted with some of the masterpieces 
of the great poet of whom they knowso little. A large number of the poems 
and prose writings of Heine (among the latter I may mention the delicious 
novel“the Rabbi of Bacharach”) have been translated in this volume, in 
which will also be found some enrious letters to his friends, and numerous 
extracts which show that in spite of his conversion “a purely administrative 
formality,” as the Editor remarks, he profoundly remained a Jew in thought 
and sentiment. The text of his will, in which he declares that he dies in 
believing in a soleand Eternal God, Creator of the World, is a profession of 
the Jewish faith by which he seeks to remove the bad impression created 
by his formal conversion. This work comes at an opportune moment when 
there is every likelihood of a statue being erected to the poet in Hamburg. 
In spite of the objections of some anti-Semitic writers, I might mention here 
that Heine bas in France many fervent admirers, and that many studies have 
been devoted to him with which the public at large is unacquainted.

[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENTS. | 
JOHANNESBURG, 

Herr David Wolffsohn has visited Johannesburg and seen the Zionist 
organisations at work, and now the question remains whether the seed 
he has planted will germinate or not. His tour throughout South Africa has 
been little short of a triumphal progress. Everywhere the local branches of 
Zionists turned out to greet him even though the exigencies of time per- 
mitted only a few words of welcome at the railway stations. At Germiston, 
& few miles from Johannesburg, one of these hasty receptions took place and 
it was made notable by the presence of the Mayor and Town Clerk. 
An address was read in Hebrew by Mr. 8S. H. Arkin, President of the Recep- 
tion Committee, and included the following passages :— 

We know the great sacrifices you have always made in the interests of the move- 
ment, and we most heartily wish that by your visit to South Africa you may regain 
—_ health and strencth May you succeed in your great eflorts, and may you see 

uring your lifetime their great results. On behalf of the members of the associa- 
tion we bee to assure you of our willingness to stfengthen your hands and those 
of your assistants in order that the Basle programme may be carried into effect. 

When the train reached Park Station a huge crowd greeted Herr 
Wolffsohn with cheers and the singing of “ Hatikvah.” The formal reception 
was held on the following day at the Wanderers’. There was much cheering 
from the crowded audience, and a united choir of the Old and New Syna- 
gogues sang Boruch Habo. The Mayor of Johannesburg, Mr. Tucker, pre- 
sided and an address from the South African Zionist Federation was 
presented to Herr Wolffsohn, part of which was as follows :— 

We wish to express our loyalty to the cause and steadfast adherence to the prin- 
ciples of the great Jewish Charter contained in the Basle Programme, and are firmly 
convinced that a united Jewry can, and will, regain our Holy Land, Palestine, as a 
publicly, legally, openly secured home for our people. 

The address is signed: S. Goldreich, President ; I. Kessler, Vice-Prest- 
dent ; D. Starfield, Treasurer; D. Horwich, M.D., 8. Lennox Loewe, R- 

Rosenthal, J. H. Goldreich, J.P., H. Graumann, A. M. Abrahams, |. Caplan, B. I. 
Chalmovitz, Manfred Nathan, LL.D., L. M. Hart, Secretary. During the 
evening the choir rendered selections, accompanied by an orchestra, and 
among those who assisted were Mrs. F. Silva and Mr.8. F. Epstein. 

The Mayor said that it gave him pleasure on behalf of the town 
of Johannesburg, to bid Herr Wolffsohn welcome. The great sea of faces 
which their guest saw before him would show him that the town had thought 
of very much higher things than the merely material interests to which so 
many people thought Johannesburg was entirely devoted. He assured Herr 
Wolffsohn that those atrocities in Russia of which they had heard had 
caused as much abhorrence to the people of that continent as they possibly 
could have done to those who lived in the older continent of Europe. If it 
were possible for the Jews in Africa to do anything to ameliorate the condi- 
tion of the Jews in Europe, he was sure there were men who would 
not mind sacrificing fortune and everything else for the purpose. 
He had much pleasure in welcoming Herr Wolffsohn and hoped that his stay 
would be beneficial, and that it would stir up enthusiasm among his people to 
help him in his great work. Herr Wolffsohn must be proud of following in 
the footsteps of so great a man as Herzl. It was his proud position to 
welcome Herr Wolfisohn to Johannesburg, not only in the name of his co- 
religionists, but also on behalf of other denominations. Herr Wolilsohn 
would find there was no antagonism between them, but that in all matters 
tending to the welfare of South Africa, there was complete co-operation 
between Jews and Christians. 

Mr. 5. GOLDREICH on behalf of the Zionists of South Africa extended to 
Herr Wolffsohn and his wifea hearty welcome. Their reception throughout the 
country from thetimethey landed at Cape Town totheirarrival inJohannesburg, 
and until they left again on their road to Palestine, would have convinced 
them of the spirit of enthusiasm which the people had for the work. Herr 
Wolfisohn represented the successor as well as the friend of Dr. Herzl, the 
greatest of all Jews since the dispersion. |r. Herzl had found them a rabble, 
he had left them organised. And Herr Wolflsohn was entrusted with the 
work of continuing the efforts which Dr. Herzl had initiated. He was con- 
vinced that, if it were in Herr Wolffsohn's power, and if God willed it, he 
would lead them to the goal they wished to reach. Some seemed to think 
that Zionism was simply born of massacres, of tortures. It was not true. 
Were the massacres and tortures and the persecution and the ostracism to 
cease to-morrow, Zionism would still be necessary for the uplifting of the 
Jew, and forthe uplifting of the Christian. They bade Herr Wolffsohn hearty 
welcome to South Africa. 

Herr WOLFrsOHN then addressed the audience in German, and his speech 
was subsequently translated by Dr. Hertz. He expressed his. great joy and 
gratification at the wonderful enthusiasm he had seen displayed for Zionism 
from Cape Town to Johannesburg, at every port where his ship had stopped 
and at every station from Durkan to Johannesburg. He was most gratified 
by the kindly words which had fallen from the first citizen of Johannesburg, 
His Worship the Mayor. Not in every city of ihe size of Johannesburg, 
not in every country would a non-Jewish Mayor in the name of 
the non-Jews and in the name of the Jews, welcome the Jewish 
representative of such a movement as theirs. Herr Wolffsohn told 
his audience that in a small obscure congregation of a Protestant Church in 
Belgium, on various successive Sundays, collections had been made during 
the services for the National Fund, and a draft had been forwarded by the 
pastor of that Church tohim. He expressed the hope that even as he, the 
representative of the Jewish National movement, had been welcomed by the 
Mayor of a large municipality in the name of the non-Jews and Jews, so they 
might yet live to see the time when a Mayor of a Jewish town in a Jewish 
State would likewise welcome the head of their movement, and thus 
demonstrate to the world that the Jews had been the first to preach to the 
— in the widest and broadest spirit the fraternity and brotherhood of

Jewish Board of Guardians. 

At the monthly meeting of the Board of Guardians for the Relief of 
the Jewish Poor of Manchester (Alderman I. Frankenburg, J.P., in the 
Chair), it was reported that during the month of December, 196 cases were 
relieved at a cost of £177 19s. 9d., against 234 cases for £202 2s. 8d., in 
December, 1905. There were two Russian cases at a cost of £6 15s. Forty- 
one loans for £266 were = granted. 12. home cases were 
treated by the medical officer, who made 380 visits. There were 
many cases of influenza and bronchitig, but no deaths. A vote of con- 
dolence was passed to the family of the late Mr. Henry Samson, J.P., who 
was ona of the original founders of the Board, Hon. Secretary from 1867-73, 
Vice-President 1873-77, President from 1877-88. 


The Late Mr. Henry Samson, J.P. 

The death is recorded of Mr. Henry Samson, J.P., who passed away on 
December 25th, at his house at Buxton, in his seventy-fifth year. Although 
he took no active part in communal affairs, he gave generously to several 
Jewish institutions. For the past twenty years he rendered valuable ser- 
vice to the City Council, having held the position of Deputy Chairman of 
the Watch Committee, and being a representative of the Corporation on the 
Ship Canal Company.

Mr. Wilfred Velinski, the subject of this sketch, began his swimming 
career by winning the novice race in 1898.

75 yards Flying Handicap, gaining in the same 
year the Hewison’s Challenge Shield, valued at 20 
guineas, and he was chosen to play at water polo 
in the final for Yorkshire County team. Joining 
the Leeds Old Swimming and Athletic Club in 
1900, he was elected vice-captain of the club and 
polo team, and in the same year gained the first 
prizes in the | mile handicap, 100 yards handicap, 
100 yards breast-stroke kandicap, and also took 
many prizes in open handicaps round and about 
s. in 1901 he again won the first prizes 
méntioned above and was successful in carrying 
off local events at Dewsbury, Whitby, Scar- 
borough, etc. In 1902 he was elected captain of 
the Leeds Old Swimming Club, and again won 
the annual } mile handicap, 100 yards breast- 
stroke handicap, as well as other events. His 
many prizes and certificates gained for him 
celebrity in the swimming world through York- 
shire, and as a testimony of the high esteem in 
which he was held he was elected by his club as 
Honorary Instructor in 1903. Whilst acting in 
this capacity, he won several more prizes. Out of 
a membership of 200, Mr. Velinski was the only one 
who gained the certificate. Although he is only in his twenties Mr. Velinski, 
owing to a serious accident to his arm, is compelled to refrain from swim- 
ming for a number of years. He is, however, willing to give advice to 
intending beginners.

It is also 
the desire of Mr. Morby to influence the National Executive to bring 
pressure on the Home Office in the direction of reforming the Naturalisation 
Act.

A TALK TO CHILDREN. \ 
By THe Rev. A. A. GREEN, \ 


The Editor has asked me to write for him this week 
the first of a series of talks to Children. I am very 
pleased to do so because 1 love children and it is always 
delightful to me to talk tothem. My difficulty is that 
sO many are likely to read what | say Whom I do not 
know and who do not know me. It is not always easy 
to say the proper thing to people whom you do know, 
but it is a much more dillicult thing to speak to those 
whom you do not know, and to some extent it is like 
feeling one’s way in the dark. 

I am writing on the Ist of January, and I have 
already today made several mistakes in the date. | 
keep on writing 1906 when ] ought to be writing 1907, 
and it has given mea Start once or twice to be reminded 
that however much |} have got used to its being 1906, 
yet it has now become 107 and |} am a year older than | 
was this time last year. I suppose some people who 
are as old as Il am are Sorry when they realise that 
they are a year older, and i know that young people 
are glad when they find themselves a year older and 
would like to be older still. As a matter of fact. it is 
a rather silly thing to wish oneself either older or 
younger, because all the wishing in the world can't 
make any difference. We can't go back atall and we 
can't rush forward. The proper thing to do is to be as 
happy as possible and to crowd as much as one can into 
covery year of things done for those whom we love and 
of things done to make other people love us. 

I wish it were possible to make little people stop 
wishing to be grown up all of asudden. 1 have been 
reading in my newspaper this morning some old say- 
inzs about the weather in January and I find that they 
all agree that if the early part of the year is too mild 
it has got to be paid for, with interest, later on by cold 
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weather when we don’t want it, and if things begin to 
srow at this time of the year just as if it were Spring, 
then when Spring really does come, there is bound to 
be frost which nips them and kills them. And so if this 
week were particularly warm and | 8aW some of ‘the 
trees that I know (and | do know some trees very well) 
beginning to shows signs of life, I should Say “lam 
very sorry for those shoots beginning to come out 
because later on will come some cold weather and 
‘snap!’ off they will die.” Now, what does all this 
mean’ Have you guessed yet’ Well! If you don't 
know, | will explain. I know some children-who are 
a& creat deal more grown up than they ought to be. The 
big people call them precocious, some people call them 
forward, some people think them a nuisance and 
people with sense are very sorry for them. It ig no 
more good for young people to be tov grown up than 
it is for trees in January to flatter themse!ves that it is 
May. In both cases the frost comes and teaches them 
& Sharp lesson. 
| know some big boysand girls who are almost men 
and women who are as fond of childish fun and games 
as they always were, and who are all the better for it. 
| know some vory young people who think themselves 
very much men and women, who give clever and some- 
what smart answers to people older than themselves, 
Who laugh at other people's mistakes, who criticise the 
folks around them, and who think themselves very 
learned and very wise, and who would not ba at all 
surprised if the King or the Prime Minister were to 
send for them in order to take their advice as to how 
the country ought to be governed. They are the kind 
ot boys and girls who, if they had to write the Bible 
over again (and there are some of them who think they 
could do it), would alter the fifth Commandment for 
the benefit of parents, and make it read “ Honour your 
s0ns and daughters, especially when they are young, and 
more especially when they are very young.” Or they 
would like to open a school with training classes for 
parents and teachers and nurses, and give a course of 
lessons as to how such people ought to behave them- 
selves.

It is really, when 
one comes to examine it, the desire to be of use in the 
world and to be always busy and doing something, and 
although, as that child grows older, the glories of | sing 
a policeman or a "bus conductor fade away, the desire 
to be active and of service stil! remains and is sure to 
take a healthy direction. 
Now I hope I have not off snded anybody. If! have, 
I trust that whoever it is will accept my apology, and 
take what I have said as one takes medicine which is 
not particularly nice, and which even the youngest of 
us has the sense to understand is meant todo us good, 
In conclusion, I would like to tell you of something 
which I saw \ esterday which impressed me very much 
indeed, I was in the Guildhall, the lovely. old 
banqueting-chamber in which, for some hundreds 
of years past, kings and queens, emperors and 
sultans, and all the other great and distinguished 
people of the world have been entertained by 
the Lord Mayor of London.
